SELECTIVE IMMIGRATION. 

In: his tour of study among the 
Evropean céntres. of emigration, Com- 
missioner CaMINETTI has géne.to the 
sourée’ of our problem. ‘There would 
be virtually no difficulty if we could 
be sure of receiving only such immi- 
grants as are sound of body, sane 
and capable of being assimilated to 
American life in employmient_ profit- 
able to them and to us. Under normal 
conditions this has never been, pos- 
sible; in the present crisis the, impos- 
sibility is grotesque. 

Many of the arrivals at Ellis Island 
suffer from loathsome contagious dis- 
eases These it is possible to arrest 
and send back. Others, whose mal- 
ady is no less contagious, are morally 
pand mentally deranged, and many of 
these cannot be interceptéd short of 
a miracle of mind reading.

Socialist enthusiasts were confident 
that: Mr. Dues would poli @ vote of 
some three millions. Available re- 
turns from forty-one States indicate 
that he received about 900,000, . Add- 
ing to these figures the Socialist yote 
in 1916 of the seven States from Which 
official réturns havé not yet been 
received, fdaho, Louisiana, Montana, 
New Mexico, North Dakota; South 
Dakota; Texas, and he would have 
about 950,000. Double that | missing 
vote if you choose, and, he would still 
have less than a million. In 1012 he 
got 897,011 votes. In 1916 Benson, 
the Socialist candidate, got 686,113. 
In none of the great States did women 
vote. Presumably woman suffrage 
»would have doubled at least the vote 
of 1016. It has not done so; There 
is real falling off, then, as compared 
with 1916, just as there was in’1916 
compared with 1912. 

In New: York the Socialist vote for 
President in 1916 was 45,944, In 1918 
the New York Socialist vote for Gov- 
ernor, under State woman suffrage, 
was 121,705, This*year, under Pres- 
idential suffrage, it was 204,120. _Con- 
sidering the extent of radical propa- 
ganda and agitation and the misplaced 
sentimental. sympathy aroused in 
Many, votes who are not Socialists by 
the expulsion of the Socialist As- 
semblymen, thé Socialist gain is much 
less than not only the Socialists but 
some uhprejudiced observers expécted. 

Next to New York, so rich in alien 
sympathizers and exotic doctrines, 
Wisconsin is the strongest Socialist 
State. It gave Mr. Dess more than 
80,000 votes. Wisconsin remains an 
island of miscellaneous unrest a4 uto- 
pian plan. In spite of Chicago, Mlinois 
yieldéd 1éss than 75,000 Socialist votes; 
Pennsylvania, whose industrial regions 
are « favorite field forthe mis- 
sicnaties of the Socialist faith, cast 
70,000 Socialist votes, California 
64,000, Ohio 57,000, Minnesota 56, 
Massachusetts“only 32,000, New Jer- 
sey only 27,000. There is small ¢om- 
fort for the Socialists in these returns. 
It is motable, moreover, that. Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, Kansas, Migsouri, 
Oklahoma, Ohio anf Pennsylvania 
were poorer in Socialist votes this year 
than in 1912. The Socialists had 
great expectations that were not 
realized, Some of their-préphets pre- 
dicted the election of a dozen or more 
Socialist Representatives. One was 
elected, Even that model of American 


notations, Vicror Bercer, was beaten. 

In view of all the irritations, dis- 
satisfactions, nervosities, discontents, 
economic and financial worries left by 
the war, the vote of the Socialists 
must be ‘regarded as meagre. They 
are hardly likely to have @ better 
chance.

BERLIN, Dec. 8—At the Hamburg 

congress of Germans living or having 
formerly lived in foreign countries Hein- 
rich Siemer, editor of the Export.Herald, 
proposed forming a world league of Ger- 
mans, comprising all German ihdividuals, 
societies, corporations and institutions 
in all foreign countries, this league to 
serve German interests in political, eco- 
nomic and scientific directions. For 
pélitical work only such Germans afe 
to be eligible as have never renounced 
or lost their German citizenship.. For 
these members the league must secure 
active and passive election rights in Ger- 
many, and German diplomats and other 
representatives in foreign countries 
must be charged with taking special 
care of their interests. 
The league, it is pointed out, cannot 
serve any political interest where Ger- 
mans who have adopted a foreign 
nationality or lost their German citizén- 
ship are concerned. Tne latter, how- 
ever, might be of great service in fur- 
nishing economic and cultural informa- 
tion in the countries where they are liv- 
ing and have acquired special knowledge. 
This material should be collected in Ber- 
lin and might become extréifiely useful 
for the improvement and growth of Ger- 
man industry and, commerce. It is be- 
Meved that such a league would be spe- 
clally adapted to advise the Germa. 
Foreign _Office concerning the appoint- 
ments of the German diplomatic and 
consular .services, as well as to render 
great service in acquainting Germans. 
at home with the cultural achievements 
of other countries, and vice versa. 

It is recommended that in German 
societies and institutions other agencies 
should ftmmediately be formed, whose 
sole task will be to keep in the closest 
contact with individual Germans or 
similar German institutions in foreign 
countries. 

It was at first proposed to form the 
league immediately, but the congress in 
Hamburg desires to discuss the proposi- 
tion more thoroughly.

8 —There are’ 
many instances in which Indians re- 
leased drom Government. guardianship 
have been victimized by ““ unscrupulous’ 
exploiters, who made plans ‘‘ to rob. the 
Indian even before the latter had re- 
ceived his certificate of independence,”’ 
according to the annual report. of. the 
Indian. Commissioners, made public to-\ 
night. 

The bureau on this ground vigorously 
opposes blanket release of thé Govern- 
ment’s wards, which, it says, has been 
increasingly agitated for some years. — 

‘‘'The removal of restrictions from In- 
dians is an individual,. not a group, 
question,”” the report said, ‘* excepting 
for those people who havea larger pro- 
portion of white than Indian blood.” In 





the latter case Indians should be given 


full control of' money or property held‘ 
in trust for them by the Government as” 


soon as possible, the Commissioners said. 
Where. those with half or more Indian 
blood are involved, however, the Com- 
missioners are ‘‘ decidedly opposed "’ to 
wholesaje’ removal of restrictions.
